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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Izumi et al do not disclose 
the claimed "second image recognition of the same electronic component under the changed luminance level when it is found improper at 
the first recognition" ("Remarks" page 7, lines 12-14). The Examiner disagrees because in Izumi et al the component (P) first being 
recognized to be proper or not (see Col. 7, lines 20-26) and display on a monitor (5) then the component being recognized (second time) 
after the component and luminance level is adjusted by moving the camera (53) up/down by a camera adjustment means (56) and/or 
illuminating unit (54) up/down by elevated menber (22, see Col. 7, lines 39-45) before being mounted on the PCB (see Col. 7, lines 52-55). 
Therefore, Applicants* argument regarding the lacking of "second recognition prior to mounting of the component" is not persuasive and 
the final rejection, dated 6/23/06 is maintained for the reasons provided from the record. 
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
